The musle-loving people of this vicinty
are to-day offered a great opporlunity,

Our means of musical culture have hith-
erto been utterly inadeguste, not to say
wholly Iscking, as regards the entire liter-
ary side of the art. We bave bad no musieal
books to work with, The waluable ecol-

lection some  Years | Ago donated
to the Mercantile Library by M
Charles C, Mellor was a good begin-

nine in the right direetion; but it did oot
purport to be at sl s complete workiug
libary, and for a variety of reasons has not
in fact atimined the degree of general use-
foiness it ought to have. sIndividual
teachers and musicinos hereabouis do not,
and really could not be expected to, possess
any better imitation of a library than s mu-
sioul dictionary, s few technical works on
their own special deparimwents and some
vhanee volumes of various kinds, Few, in-
deed, possess 50 much.

Iz point of fact, scarcely anyone in this
population of 50{,000 bas had more than a
ghost of s chance to peep into the wast
treasure-house of musical literature, Yet
the past two orthree sessons have clearly
shown an advanee in the amount of patron-
age given to mumeal teachors and entertain-
ments, quite in line with the advance made
by the community in a muterial way., The
public interest in music was never so great,
und never befors has there been such need
for the maeans whereby this publie interest
can become intelligent.

More pressing yet in the peed of thoss
who sre earnestiy at work in the study of
wusic, whether as amatenrs or with profes-
sional intent. It has been a erying shame
thut in all this great eity the student of the
art noiversal shonld seek in vain for that
all-nePdiul light upon his path which books
alone'can turnish. I boih the lesders and
the led be blind—or compelled to walk in
darkoess, which smounts to the same thing
—what wonder 1 they be found stumbling
along in the ditch? In music, as elsewhere,
knowledre is power; he who is out off from
the great store of acenmulated knowledge
can bardly be other than feeble, narrow and
sell-satisfied.

A Greant Man's Great Library.

It dowaos with the present opportumity of
bringing to Pittsburg, under 2 plan promis-
ing the widest public usefolness the mu-
sical library of the late Karl Merz, the
fonnder and for many years principal of the
Musical Department of the University of
Wooster, 0., and who was for nearlya
quarter of a century editor of Brainard’s
Muzicol World—an suthor whose writings
are more widely quoted on both sides
of the ocean 1than, perhaps, those
of mny other Amweriean writer npon
musical subjects. Kurl Merz was a poble
character, one whose influence on the de-
velopment of the art in this couvtry (es-
pecinlly in the Middle and Western States)
cannot be estimated. His pame is held in
pecaliarly affectionate reverence by thou-
sauds of readers and pupils. It s, there
fare, eminently appropriate and desirable
that this musical library, which forms the
only material aceumulation of his long and
useful life (as it isthe ouly property left for
hix widow by this unselfish worker), should
be kept intact and made s memorial of his
name.

The charncter of the man and his work is
flected in his library, than which there are
certainly but very few superior among the
private sollections in this country. 1t com-
prises about 1,200 volumes, treating of all
departments of musie and cogoate sab-
jectz, It eontains not a few old and rare
editions, books that ennnot be got anytime
vou choose, but must be i
if ot all, here and
ever the chanee  oceurs, It is
particularly rich iu files of musieal jour-
nals, early and late, domestie and foreign.
Besides these aud other specialties, it com-
prises what way Ifairly be termed a com-
plete working library for the stodeut of
almost any braoch of the science and art

of music.

Of course, there are many books
missing that one wonld fain see
iucluded, and there are some that

will not be of much use. Quite n eonsider-
able nnmber are in the German langonage—
zléo a matter of course, since that has long
buen the chiel storeiouse of musical lore,
But taken alwogether, the library is ex-
ceptionally complete snd possesses unigue
fentures difficult, if not impossible, to du-
plieate. Itis undoubtedly well worth the
€2,000 asked for it, having been appraised
at about E2,500 last spring by Schuberth,
the New York musical publisher amd book-
seller,

In maintaining
the deduciion he has drawn, my respondent
uses such passages from my article as suit
that purpose, nod yet he has quoted in one
paragraph this sentence: “It fs a question
Jirst of talent, then of environment.” I
may slso quote mysel(: “Undoubtedly spon-
taneous selection or strong predilection for
the chiosen art is a prerequisite to success.”
These quotations may be allowed to define
my position on that side of the question,

the point philosophically; and if he will
look with a newspaper man's eye at a Iater
article in THE DISPATCH (which I sent
him) he will see thata tendeney to pass that
limit was promptly discouraged by the use
of o smaller type.
